Subject said that lie v;as a personal friend of Syraonenko's , v/ent to school 
vri ^ii hii ii, and v;as Jiis very go.jd. buddy. Subject said that the ensainblc had brought 
with it to South America copies of his lx)Ok , bvit ttxat they wei'e all gone. Subject 
praised Jy-iiioiienio-) as a writer, adding tnat he is currently very pcpuljcp in UJeraine* 
■jourcc asked about ot.ixer y./ung poets in Ukraine, o.nrt if tlie publishing of Synonen- 
ko vrill harm them iu any way.
